THREE TO HANG 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask., 
May 15—Dr. Joseph Gervais, 
Victor Carmel and Jean Bat- 
tiste St. Germain were this 
evening sentenced to be 
hanged on September 17 for 
the murder of Jas. McKay at 
Steep Creek on November 15 
last. 

The concluding scenes in 
the trial were probably the 
most dramatic that have ever 
been witnessed in a court in 
Canada. Before he could 
conclude the final words of 
the sentence formula invok-

Berlin, May 15—Count von Brock-

fect they will have on Germany. It is 
pointed out in this note that Ger-| 
many ig no longer an agrarian state 
and cannot feed more than 40,000,000} 
people. 

The economic terma of the peace 
treaty, with their restrictions of trade 
and other factors, which are involved, 
moans, the note says, that “many mil- 
Mons of people in Germany will perish, 
all the more quickly as the nation’s 
Health ts already broken by the block- 
ade.” 

The note points out that Germany fn 
two egnerations has passed from an 
agrerian to an industrial state. As an 
agrarian estate it could feed 40,000,000 
persons, and as an industrial country 
it was able to provide food for 67,000,- 
000 the note declares.

W. L. RICHARDSON GETS DEGREE.

ONE-MAN CARS 


Edmonton's mayor has been 
giving neighboring clitics some 
hints on strect railway operation, 
particularly with respect to the 
one-man car system, a recent copy 
of a Regina paper quotes Mayor 
Clarke as having written to a 
citizen there as follows: 

“Rear in mind that I personally 
and as a public man, strongly dis- 
approve of the one-man car system 
even if it pays, and the aldermanic 
board and the traffic manager of 
the street railway hold the oppo- 
site opinion.” 

Ald. Rose of the Regina council 
who is opposing the introduction 
of one-man cars there is reported 
as having said: 

“The one big argument, and the 
only argument tn favor of the one- 
man system, has been economy. 
Woll in Edmonton, according to 
figures furnished by the mayor of 
the city, and over his signature, 
every public utility shows a stead- 
ily increasing sarplus—the figures 
are for the past three years-——save 
one, The exception is the street 
railway. The one-man system was 
adopted in 1947. Vhe deficit has 
increased from $119,597.96 in 1916 
to $143,732.11 in 1918.”

Saturday Is Preferable. 


The object in closing stores and 
other business places a half-day 
per week is that the employees 
may have a half-holiday. It is fair, 
therefore, that this purpose should 
be the deciding factor in determin- 
ing which day they shall close. 

As a holiday, Saturday after- 
noon is beyond doubt preferable to 
any other. It gives an opportun. 
ity for those who wish to get out. 
of the city for the week-end, and 
enjoy a real break in the round of 
existence. During the hot months 
this privilege would be particular. 
ly appreciated, and should be 
beneficial to the health and spirits 
of people who spend their lives 
confined in stores and offices, 

The mid-week half-holiday has 
been tried in past years, and it has 
given little satisfaction or benefit 
to those for whom the respite was 
granted. An expedition into the 
country or to one of the summer 
resorts meant getting home late 
and turning up at work the next 
day more weary than if the after- 
noon had been spent at work, In 
the vast majority of cases the 
Wednesday afternoon ‘‘holiday’’ 
was spent around home, and might 
about as well have been spent in 
the store or office. 

Closing the stores on Saturday 
afternoon would inconvenience the 
public to some extent. That can- 
not be avoided. The public will be 
more or less inconvenienced what- 
ever day is chosen. If exception 
were made of meat markets and 
stores selling perishable food 
stuffs, the public inconvenience 
would probably not be much 
greater if shops generally closed 
on Saturday rather than some 
other afternoon,

JOINT MEETING 
U.F. AL AND NON- 
PARTISANS HELD 


Committee Decide Upon’ Combin- 
ed Political Action for Two 
Bodies 


The following official statement of the 
Proceedings at the joint meeting of 
U. F A. and Non-Partisan executives 
pol! been handed out for publica- 

on:— 

A meeting of the joint committee of 
the executive of the U. F. A. and the 
Non-Partisan league, for the consum- 
mation of combined political action of 
the two organizations was held 
May 14th, at the offices of the U. F. A, 

A fine get-together spirit, which 
augure well for future work, prevailed, 
throughhout the meeting. Discussion 
was free and open, the emphasis being 


put upon the main principles for 
which the two organizations stand, 
rather than on the lesser details, 


which, the committee felt, could safe- 
ly be left for future adjustment. 

There were present at the meeting 
Messrs. Trego, Sloane and Greenfield, 
of the U, F. A. executive, and Messrs, 
Irvine and Burckley, of the N. P. 
executive. Mr. Greenneld presided. 
Méssrs, Marshall and Wilford, two of 
the representatives of the N. P. L, on 
the joint committee, being detained as 
witnesses in a court case at Macleod, 
were not able to be present, but Pre- 
aident Buckley, of the Non-Partisan 
league, was present throughout the 
meeting. 

A memorandum prepared by the ex- 
ecutive of the N. P. L. was discussed 
very carefully, and the committee 
came to a unanimous agreement on 
the following points:— 

It must, however, be clearly under- 
stood that the matters upon which the 
joint committee are agreed do not in 
any way whatever commit or bind the 
approaching U. F. A. constituency po- 
litical conventions to the adoption of 
the committee’s conclusions, 

The conventions, in all matters, will 
be absolutely supreme, and the con- 
clusions of the committee are merely 
given out as an indication of the pro- 
gress made, 
~ (1) That this independent political 
organization is in itself proof of our 
objection to the old party system of 
government, that the chief aim of this 
movement shall be to change our form 
of government from the party system 
to a business administration, a system 
based on the fundamental principles 
of democracy, by which ultimately, all 
schools of politica! thought will have 
due representation In the conduct of 
the goverament of the country, 

(2) That this committee recoin- 
mends that each federal constituency 
convention of the U. F. A, make it 
clear that political action by the U. 
F. A. should not be confined entirely 
to feteral politics, but action along 
similar lines be taken in all provincial 
constituencies. 

(3) That all finances involved in the 
farmers’ political movement be met 
directly by the members, that proper 
account be kept of all funds, and a 
statement issued annually, 

(4) That a separate department or 
subsidiary office be created under the 
U. F. A. auspices to function as the 
central office of the political organiza- 


tion. (The commitiee felt in agree- 
ine to clause 4 that the political 
branch of U. F. A. work should be 


kept entirely clear of the educational 
branch or U. F. A. proper, the same as 
the commercial branch is.) 

(5) That the Alberta Non-Partisan 
be used as the official organ of the 
farmers’ political movement; and that 
representatives be appointed’ as di- 
rectors of the policy of the paper. 
(The committee have no recommenda- 
tion to make on this clause for or 
against it). 

(6) That in the interests of educa- 
tion, and also for the prevention uf 
bureaucritic methods—#o lable to 
grow up tn ary organization—any po 
litieal program or platform decided 
upon and adopted by any constituency 
convention should be passed upon by 
such convention clause by clause and 
nat eae whole.

MILK PRICES IN 
CITY WILL TAKE 
ANOTHER DROP 


Small Decrease in Rates Will Go 
Into Effect on Friday 
Morning 


Milk prices are again easing off a 
little, nothing large, but a bit of a 
gain for the consumer, nevertheless. 
Beginning Friday, buyers of milk in 
Edmonton will get their goods at 13 
cents a quart, or eight quart tickets 
for a dollar. Customers who take as 
much as three quarts a day will gat 
eight and a-half tickets for a dollar. 

Prices for special milk, superior 
milk, table cream, whipping cream 
and seur cream remain stationary at 
the spring schedule of prices; which ts 
appreciably lower than winter prices, 
but which the dairy men say they can- 
not lower further now because of the 
extremely high price of cream and 
butter fat. Butter fat prices are 
higher than ever before, the farmer 
getting 66 cents a pound for the 
highest grade of butter fat. 

Drinkers of buttermilk are favored 
by the new ecale of prices ao far that 
this fluid extract of cow is sold at 7 
cents a quart, or 25 cents a gallon. 

It-is expected, but not certain, that 
these prices will go through the sum- 
mer, There is a real scarcity of milk 
and cream which may pcssibly be re- 
lieved by grass feed in abundance but 
‘which really calls for the keeping of 
more cows to bring about @ condition 
of sufficient supply-

“But what the univer- 
sity gave me was something finer than ;
